l f Michele Wales, declare and state as follows: 

1 . 1 have been employed by Human Genome Sciences, Inc., since 1 998, and am 
currendy in the posmon of Assistant General Counsel, Intellectual Property. In this position, I 
am responsible for the preparation and maintenance of records related to the patent estate of 
Human Genome Sciences ( V HQS**). 

2. As pan of my duties, I have personally investigated the routine business practices 
of HGS. from a date prior to 1994 to die date 1 was hired, related to records kept by HGS that 
were generated as pan of HGS's regularly-conducted business activines. Accordingly, I am very 
fcmibar with the rounne business practices and procedures established and maintained by HGS 
with respect to records that HGS keeps in its normal course of business activity.
